DALLAS Former Bears player Sam Hurd, who rose from 
the rough San Antonio streets to the NFL, was sentenced 
Wednesday to 15 years in prison for his role in trying to set 
up a massive drug operation spanning three states. 

Hurd, 28, pleaded guilty in April to one count of conspir- 
ing to possess and distribute cocaine and marijuana, just 
days before his trial was set to begin. He was charged with 
drug conspiracy accused of conspiring to possess with the 
intent to distribute cocaine and marijuana beginning in July 
2011 and until June 6, 2012. 

U.S. District Judge Jorge Solis noted that Hurd’s activ- 
ity did not include many actual drug deals and was instead 
mostly “agreements.” Still, he described the scenario as “a 
tragedy” because Hurd— who had no criminal historyrisked 
all he has earned since rising from poverty 

“For some reason you chose to go another route and 
go down the drug trafficking route,” Solis told Hurd in a 
courtroom half-filled with Hurd’s family and friends. “You 
wanted to get into it in a big way You didn’t just start nickel 
and diming it.” 

When he heard the sentence, the former Northern Illi- 
nois player dropped his head and let out a sigh of relief and 
tears. Minutes earlier, he gave an emotional, if somewhat 
rambling, 30 -minute plea apologizing for what he has done 
and describing in detail how he is trying to improve him- 
self. He said he never has used or sold cocaine. 

“I have a lot of regrets,” said Hurd, his thin 6 -foot-3 
frame in an orange jump suit. “I regret not thinking about 
the consequences.” 

Hurd, a popular 
player with teammates 
for his hard work and 
friendly personal- 
ity was arrested in De- 
cember 2011 outside a 
Morton’s steakhouse 
near Chicago after ac- 
cepting a kilogram of 
cocaine from an un- 
dercover officer. It was 
inside a bag labeled, 

“Happy birthday” 

Inside the restau- 
rant, prosecutors al- 
leged, Hurd told the 

officer and an informant that he wanted to buy 5 to 10 ki- 
lograms of cocaine and 1,000 pounds of marijuana weekly 
to distribute. He claimed he already was distributing 4 kilo- 
grams a week but wanted more. 

Once outside, he was arrested within moments, capping 
months of investigation. The Bears subsequently released 
him in the middle of a three-year $5 million contract. Team- 
mates, coaches and friends expressed shock at the arrest. 


THE ACCOMPLICES 

Two others also have 
pleaded guilty to related 
drug charges. Jesse Tyrone 
Chavful, Hurd’s cousin with 
a long criminal history, al- 
ready has pleaded guilty 
to one federal drug charge 
and was sentenced to eight 
years in prison. Chavful has 
since appealed his sentence. 
Toby Lujan, who managed a 
garage in Texas frequented 
by NFL players, also pleaded 
guilty and is set to be sen- 
tenced in January.

An 18-year-old man 
was found shot to death Monday in the 5900 
block of South Winchester Avenue, according 
to officials. 

Five days earlier, two 28-year-old men were 
shot to death in the 7300 block of South Laflin 
Street, police said. 

On Nov. 3, a man was fatally shot in the 6500 
block of South Bishop Street, according to 
officials. 

One day earlier, a 27-year-old man was shot 
to death in the 6500 block of South Hermitage 
Avenue, police said. 

West Englewood has logged 20 homicides 
so far this year. The South Side community 
area recorded 19 homicides last year, RedEye 
determined. 

In the last two weeks, Auburn Gresham and 
West Garfield Park each have recorded two 
homicides. 



Citywide, gunshot homicides have also been 
logged in the last two weeks in Belmont Cragin, 
Chicago Lawn, East Garfield Park, Englewood, 
the Lower West Side and West Pullman, accord- 
ing to RedEye data. 

Meanwhile, a 31-year-old woman was 
stabbed to death Nov. 3 in the 4400 block of 
South Richmond Street in Brighton Park, police 
said. 

Fourteen homicides have been recorded so 
far this month. Thirty-eight homicides were 
logged in November 2012, RedEye determined.

As with any experiment, though, there are 
some risks for breweries, especially when it 
comes to barrel-aging new styles. 

“It’s a big jump to take, considering the 
cost-efficiency and time and effort,” Jendron 
said. “It’s kind of tricky, because you’re taking 
beer out of its normal conditions and putting 
it into a barrel where you don’t necessarily 
know what’s been going on. Luckily, people 
have done enough barrel-aging that there are 
some guidelines.” 

It’s precisely this risk-reward balance, 
though, that makes successful barrel-aged 
beers so coveted. 

“They’re trophies to some people, abso- 
lutely,” Quinn said of beer collectors. “People 
are just really into the hunt itself and acquir- 
ing these beers.”
